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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This action is responsive to the amendment filed on 5/4/2006. 

2. Claims 1-12 are pending. Claims 1-12 remain as originally presented. 

3. The objection of the spelling "phtalocyanine" in Claims 10 and 1 1 are withdrawn. 

4. Claims 1-6 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Agostini (EP 0668345A1) or Del Duca (WO 00/27972) and Claims 7-9 stand rejected 
under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Agostini or Del Duca further in view 
of Briatore et al. (WO 00/27978) and Claims 10-12 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. 
103(a0) as being unpatentable over Agostini or Del Duca further in view Argo et al. 
(U.S. Patent No. 6,294,511) for the reasons set forth in the previous office action. 



Response to Arguments 

5. Applicant's arguments filed 5/4/2006 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

With respect to the rejections of Claims 1-6 based on Agostini or Del Duca and 
Claims 7-9 based on Agostini or Del Duca further in view of Briatore or Argo, Applicants 
argue that the cited art fails to teach the Applicant's bleach-unstable brighteners and 
coloring agents including the specific limitations regarding the type and amount of such 
agents. Further Applicant argues that there would be no motivation to combine said 
brighteners or coloring agents knowing such agents are unstable and that one of 
ordinary skill would look to stable agents. 
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The Examiner respectfully disagrees with the above arguments because, as 
stated in the previous office action, Agostini and Del Duca both teach cleaning a radical 
scavenger such as trimethoxybenzoic acid and both references also welcome the 
addition of optional ingredients including pigments, dyes and optical brighteners (pg. 5, 
lines 25-27). Briatore teaches similar bleaching compositions in which identical optical 
brighteners to those claimed are disclosed (e.g. 4,4'-bis[(4-anilino-6-morphilino-s- 
triazine-2-yl)amino]2,2 , -stilbenedisulfonic acid). Argo also teaches similar bleaching 
compositions in which identical pigments to those claimed are disclosed (e.g. 
Ultramarine Blue or copper phthalocyanine). It would follow that these brighteners and 
pigments would also be bleach-unstable as well. In regards to the amounts used It 
would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was 
made to optimize the amounts of brighteners and pigments of Briatore and Argo through 
routine experimentation for best results. As to optimization results, a patent will not be 
granted based upon the optimization of result effective variables when the optimization 
is obtained through routine experimentation unless there is a showing of unexpected 
results which properly rebuts the prima facie case of obviousness. See In re Boesch, 
617 F.2d 272, 276, 205 USPQ 215, 219 (CCPA 1980). See also In re Woodruff, 919 
F.2d 1575, 1578, 16 USPQ2d 1934, 1936-37 (Fed. Cir. 1990), and In re Alter, 220 F.2d 
454, 456, 105 USPQ 233, 235 (CCPA 1955).
